COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Pursuant to your instructions we 
sent notices to all water consumers 
requesting them to-kcep their water 
taps closed, especially when gq fire a- 
larm has been sounded. 

The severe frust this winter. has re- 
sulted in many water services being 
frozen up. We anticipate that, condi- 
tions in this respect will become 
much worse before spring, and may 


t : . 
result in some of the mains, where 


there are dead ends, be.ng frozen up. 
Tne frost at present has gone further 
into the ground than we have ever 
known before, and in some places 
where there is gravel, is below thé 
mains. : 

The Western General Electric Co. 
charge $15.00 for t)awing out a ser- 
vice. In most modern houses the 
rates run about $12.00 per year, of 
which the City gets 40p.c. or $4.80; 
so it takes over three years revenue 
to thaw out one service im such a 
house. So far the following services 
have been thawed out: Sheriff

racks, twice; Fred Lund's house, once

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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Ths sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter sectiom of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency. (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In cortain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt.a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3. 00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of ‘three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of oultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

MOBILIZE CANADA'S 
ECONOMIC RESOURCES 


Canadian War Correspondent Breaka 
New Ground—Organization 
and Specialization 


Mr. Britton Cooke, one of the best 
known Canadian newspaper men at 
the front, has recently written a bril- 
lant article which he calls “The Or- 
ganization of Canada’s Resources.” 
Mr. Cooke believes that Canada’s 
economic development will be ser- 
fously impaired in the years follow- 
ing the war unless immediate steps 
are taken to mobilize the productive 
forces of the country with a view to 
making Canada more self-contained. 

After dwelling on the penalty of 
inefficiency, Mr. Cooke puts Canada's 
position, as he sees it, in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

Economic Autonomy Necessary 

Canada’s political autonomy has 
been hotly defended at all times. The 
economic autonomy of the country 
has been little considered. The de- 
feat of Reciprocity in 1911 was re- 
garded as a sort of economic Declara- 
tion of Independence against the Unit- 
ed States. It came late, and how 
Teal,that independence really was and 


is may be estimated by a cargful per- | 


usal of the lists of Canadian exports, 
of Canadian produce to the United 


States, and the imports into Canada ,Vounds which’ have been so plentiful 


of United States goods for Canadian 
consumption. 


affect Canada may be observed in the 
operations of the United States Fruit 


Trust in the Canadian West where, | 
‘| although British 


Columbia fruit is 
just as good, if not better, and al- 
though the Oregon and Washington 
products has. to pay duty to enter 
Canada, yet one finds that fruit ex- 
cluding the Canadian fruit in the 
shops of Calgary and Edmonten. How 
the old-established trade connections 
of the United States suck Canadian 
raw materials into United States mills, 
there to be prepared for 'export by 
people of thet country instead of by 
Canadians, thence to be carried by 
United States railways to United 
States ports ‘instead of by Canadian 
roads to Canadian ports—may be stu- 
died in the uperations of the Chicago 
packing houses who draw Canadian 
live stock in the Chicago “transform- 
ing market,” kill the animals, dress 
and pack the meat, prepare the by- 
products, ship the main quantities 
through the forty-million consuming 
market of the Eastern United States, 
allowing the surplus to spill into the 
export channels at New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and meantime ac- 
tually sell back to Canada the fertil- 
izers, lard, soap, leather and_ even 
beef and beef extracts made from 
Canadian cattle! Older’ establish- 
ment, greater specialization in the 
various departments’ of ° production, 
and more efficient marketing and dis- 
tributing organization—these three 
factors menace the economic integrity 
of Canada. 

Work Up Raw Materlals at Home 

People of the United States—for 
whom in this regard one can feel 
nothing but respect—are slowly forc- 
ing Canada to engage in the less pro- 
fitable departments of production: 
wheat-growing, the supplying of ores, 
timber, pulp, fish—unfinished mater- 
ials for United States workmen to 
finish and transform, directly or ir 
directly, into export commodities. 
Fifty cents worth of a Canadian raw 
‘material may become, in the hands 
of foreign workmen, ten dollars’ 
worth of goods when finished and, 
possibly, sold back to Canadians. To 
Canada comes the fifty cents as Can- 
ada’s fee for the material. To the 
foreigner goes the $9.50 for finishing, 
for the office expenses of the makers 
and marketers, for advertising, for 
wages to salesmen! The efficiency of 
the United States business organiza- 
tions—made robust by a high pro- 
tective tariff and still well-protected 
-—is making a permanent impression 
upon the slowly forming economic 
character of Canada. Already there 
are parts of Canada where it does 
not pay to grow cauliflower becauso

Canedians cannot afford to 
continue indefinitely as suppliers of 
taw material to the nations who have 
developed their industrial forces to a 
high degree of efficiency with the aid 
of a beneficient trade policy. There 
ls a lesson for Canada in the develop- 
ment of the United States.

LINCOLN AND LLOYD GEORGE 


Years ago protectionist newspapers 
began to print what was said to have 
been a phrase of Lincoln’s, “If an 
American buys $50 worth of English 
steel, America has the steel and Eng- 
land the $50, but if he buys of an 
American, America has the steel and 
the $60, too.’ The quotation passed 
as genuine, and it harmonizes with 
some references to Protection in the 
edition of Lincoln’s writings prepared 
by his son. ; 

But Free Trade critics last year 
began a searchlight campaign, and the 
expressions quoted cannot be found 
{n Lincoln’s papers. It appears that 
the precise words were uttered in a 
speech as a reflection of Lincoln's 
teaching, and not as a literal quota- 
tlon any more than the oratorical 
burst in Daniel Webster's famous 
speech is to be taken as the literal 
text of John Adams. 

Yet here is a quotation which may 
console Protectionists for the loss of 
the Lincoln phrase. Nearly seventy 
years after Peel’s experiment with 
Free Trade, David Lloyd-George said 

“If profits of our manufacturers are 
too high in some cases, that can be 
rectified, but at the worst it is not so 
grave an evil as the sending of orders 
to neutral countries when by so do 
{Ing we send money out of our own 
country-and reap none of the benefits 
Profits which English manufacturers 
and workers make will be spent 
among Englishmen, while profits 
Americans make are altogether lost 
to this country.”

POLITICS ON THE PLAINS 


The Toronto News in a lengthy ar- 
ticle deals pretty fully with condi- 
tions politically in the West and 
touches on sorre of the weak spots of 
the Liberal party. 

It says that nothing could be more 
glaring than the persistent efforts of 
Western Liberals to turn everything. 
to party account. The Federal Gov- 
ernment having loaned eleven or 
twelve million dollars’ worth of seed 
grain to drought-stricken farmers in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, Opposi- 
tionist members of Parliament and 
the Western Liberal press now seek 
to rob the Administration of any 
credit by denouncing the ordinary 
measures taken by the Treasury to 
obtain . repayment. Such methods 
tend to sicken public spirited men 
with public life. A careful investiga- 
tion of political conditions on the 
Prairies would not lead to a judg 
ment unfavorable to Ontario. Ten 
years of the Whitney regime lifted 
public life to a high level, and if will 
remain for future generations to rea- 
lize fully the gregt work which the 
late Premier did for Ontario. His 
rugged integrity, and his fearless re- 
liance upon the public conscience set 
up new standards of administration, 
which the Hearst Government is try- 
ing to follow and which must greatly 
influence the conduct of public affairs 
for years to come. 

In Manitoba one comrs upon the 
wreck of g corrupt Government, re 
placed by a Ministry which has al 
ready displayed considerable skill in 
political manoeuvring, which jis close 
ly identified with the Liberal mtach- 
ines of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
and which is now said to be threat- 
ened with disruption because of the 
conflicting ambitions of some of its 
members. Manitoba politics have 
been continually bedevilled by the 
working out of the Laurier-Greenway 
school settlement, which has had un 
expected results. Bilingualism, or ra- 
ther multi-lingualism, is rife through 
out the school system, and in many 
solid foreign settlements parents ang 
children are equally ignorant of Eng 
lish. If the Norris Government has 
the courage to deal firmly and final- 
ly with the language danzer, as the 
Ontario Government is doing, it will 
perfurm, a marked service for the 
Province and the Dominion. 

Thus far the politicians in all the 
Prairie Provinces have lacked the fear 
lessness necessary to a successful 
grappling with this issue. The hybrid 
foreign vote is much desired by amr 
bitious public men, who have sought 
popularity by allowing a number of 
languages to supplant English in dif 
ferent parts of the country. The 
Saskatchewan Government has sin- 
ned greatly in this direction, and the 
Alberta Government has also been 
guilty. Both the Saskatchewan 


the arrangement with Ottawa by 
which these two provinees were de- 
prived of complete self-government 
and placed in gn inferior political po- 
sition. In each instance a Liberal Ad- 
ministration is subject to the exi- 
gencies of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s lead- 
ership. 

It is this same consideration which 
prevents the Liberal Opposition in 
Ontario from taking a clear, strong 
stand on the bi-lingual school issue. 
Want of firmness in insisting on ade- 
quate teaching of the Inglish langu- 
age to all children outside the Pro- 
Vince of Quebec has been and still is 
a grave danger to the Vominion,, and 
especially to the Provinces west of 
the Great Lakes. If we are ever to 
have a national public opinion and a 
consmon national viewpoint it will 
not be by building up a number ol 
self-contained and unsympathetic for 
cign communities in the midst of the 
general community. The ‘worst politi- 
ical scandal in the history of Western 
Canada is to be found in the Scott 
| Government's systematic mianipula- 
tion of the election list and the for- 
eign vote. Settlers from Continental 
}Ecurope fell into Liberal hands as 
5000 aS they were on shipboard and 
they were converted into straight- 
line Liberals before they landed. Lib- 
eral offivials have controlled tho 
|homestead grants and so have been 
able to dictate how these new home- 
stegders should cast their ballots. In 
Catering to bi-lingualism and multi- 
lingualism in the Public Schools, the 
Scott Government strengthened its 
own hold on the foreign vote even 
while it played the Laurier Govern- 
ment’s gare in the same connection. 

Electoral abuses have flourished in 
the new Provinces. Hundreds of Brit- 
ish electors have been cl'verly  dis- 
franchised by the Liberals, while 
thousands of unqualified «aliens have 
been rajlroaded on to the voters lists 
to do their masters’ bidding. Mdmon 
ton, as the Capital of Alberta, is the 
scene of constant intrigue between 
two fyctions of the Liberal party, 
each of which describes the other as 
not fit to be in politics in any coun- 
try. The Cross-Oliver fight grows in 
bitterness. Appointments to the 
Bench are the subject of political 
jbargaining. ‘The quarrels of leading 
;politicians break up* law firms, and 
extend even to the drawing-rooms of 
ithe frontier Capital. At, the creation 
of the two most’ westerly Prairie 
Provinces the Liberals had the cards 
all placed in their own hands by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier and they have played 
ithem: with some skill, There are, 
however, signs that the plainsmen 
‘are Not, so Satisfied as they were with 
ithe Scott and Sifton methods. As 
for Sir Wilfrid Laurier, any well-in- 
‘formed Liberal west of the Lakes 
will say that he counts for little out 
there. His ultra-conservatism in pre- 
venting the public-ownership of rail- 
‘ways, telegraphs and telephones lony 
since put him out of touch with the 
West. Many Western Liberals are 
weary of what they call the reaction- 
jary leadership found in the [astern 
wine of the party, and.one hears in 
Litveral newspaper oflices that a third 
;party may arise on the plains which 
‘will absorb all the rad.cal-progres- 
sive clements of so-called |-iberalism 
and strike out gn independent course

Frederick Palmer, who has ecen 
much of war, likens the present strug 
gles of Germany to the s:ruggies cf 
a man who fights for air and elbow 
room. They are not jixe ike strug- 
gles of a man who seeks to disable 
his adversary. They are the writh- 
ings of g creature caught in a trop. 
Germany is caught in a clamp made 
on the one side by Russia and on tie 
other side by France and Great brit 
ain. She can make no proyress east 
or west. If she could make progress 
north, she might win the war; cut 
the sea upon which iloats the uucon- 
querable British ‘est hex~ her in. 
Wherefore she struggles tu tle seth, 
and makes cnergetic moves in the 
Balkans. In the Balkans she Tay kill 
many soldiers and have mary of her 
own soldiers killed, put wh.utever she 
succeeds in doing in the Balkans, it 
does not get her anywhere. She is 
still thousands of miles from India 
and g long, long way from kgypt 
and the Suez Canal, which is suppos- 
ed to be her objective. But itis not 
improbable that she has no objective 
We should make a stupid mistake to 
suppose that every move made by 
Germany is the result of g carefully 
thought out military campaign. 

What is the objective of the Zep- 

elin raids ? What military end are 
they designed to achieve? What is 
the object of the submarine war 
upon passenger vessels ? There is no 
more object in them than in the rav- 
ings of a man in delirium. ‘The ef- 

ort in the Balkans, too, may be a 
mere purposeless struggle. Germany 
moves there because she can move 
nowhere else, and she has an instinct 
that tells her, as instinct tells a may 
who is freezing to death, that she 
must keep moving if she is not to 
jPerish. The truth is that Germigny 
‘has had to improvise plans from 
pngath to month. Before the war she 
made the most elaborate plans for 
years. The best brains 
and navy were ceaselessly 


in the army 
at work 


on them. These have all crumbled in. 


to dust. Not a single plan made be- 
fore the war has’ been — successful. 
cverything has failed. It is true that 
Germany retains the initiative, but 
since she cannot advance on either 
of her two great fronts, of what  a- 
vail is the initiative in the Balkans? 
The war can never be decided in the 
Balkans. Nor can it be settled in 
Eeypt or in India, even should Ger- 
many by some miracle be able to get 
a fuothold there. It will be settled in 
France and Flanders, if not in Ger- 
many itself. Any success that is not 
against the main British and French 
armies is no success at all.

en in his judgment. One system will 
give him accurate results, that of se 
lection of dairy records. It is casy ta 
weigh and sample, it is easy to add 
up a few figures for each cow, it is 
easy to compare such totals, and 
it is eminently satisfactory to hnow 
for certain which cows are best to 
keep and breed from. 

Now ds the time to act, prepare to 
keep records all ‘seasc.n ; write the 
dairy division, Ottawa, for free milk 
|record forms, either 3 times per 
imonth, or daily. You will never re- 
gret it.

What do the Germans 
say and think¥ ‘hat if the. soldiers 
behaved in Germany, as they do here 
they would be shot, but that we 
ave not got the ‘‘Guts’ to mete 
ut ,ny punishment. I can under- 
tand the feelings that prompt tho 
men to wreak vengeance on the Cer- 
mans to-day, when their brothers aro 
giving up their lives to save Canada 
from the Germans and their atroci- 
ties, whilst the Government is pamp- 
ering them here—vile traitors. 1t is 
enough to make their blood boil, but 
not enough to make them forget dis- 
ipline, and that they have voluntar- 
‘ily put themselves into the uniform 
of the British ruler, and that no a- 
‘r.ount of provocation should — let 
thang forget that uniform.

You don’t keep a man, even if he has 
been a friend in your house, if he 
behaves badly, and abuses your hos. 
pitality. You turn him out, Germany 
is the place for all alien enemics to- 
day, not Canada. 

Now is your time. When the war 
is over, there will | have no doubt, 
be an influx of Britishers: before that 
time arrives, remove the discordant 
element, and have a peaceful country 
to return to. I so earnestly plead 
with the soldiers in Canada to read 
this, and have no doubt that all will 
agree with me.

THE HISTORIC FIGHT 
AT NEUVE CHAPELLE 


Artillery Battle Unique In Annals of 
Warfare Followed by Terriflo 
Charge of Troops 


— 


The first independent detailed ac: 
count of the British victory at Neuve 
Chapelle, reproduced in part from 
The Londo. Times, is a thr.lling story 
of real modern warfare: 

Of a sudden’ the deep boom of a 
British gun struck on the ears of our 
waiting troops. But the bombardment 
was not yet. For an hour or two the 
guns boomed intermitient'y, “regisie = 
ing,” as it is called—that is, makiig 
sure of their respective ranges— 
rather like a cricketer having a few 
balls at the 1ets vefore he goes to 
bat. Then dawn broke goftly, the 
shadows melted, and the clouds drift- 
ed away and here and there a Briiish 
aeroplane sailed pluckily forth over 
the German lines, to be greeted by 
white balls o© shrapnel smoke hang- 
ing motionless in the clear morning 
air, Then hell broke loose. With 
a mighty, hideous, screeching burst 
of noise, hundreds of guns spoke.

deafened by the sharp reports of the’ 
field guns spitting out their shells 
at close range to cut through the Ger- 
mans’ barbed wire entanglements. 
The din was continuous. After the 
first few shells had plunged seream- 
ing amid clouds of earth and dust 
{nto the German ‘trenches, a dense 
pall of smoke hung over the German 
lines. The sickening fumes of lyd- 
dite blew back in the British trenches. 
In some places the troops were 
smothered in earth and dust or even 
spattered with biood from the hideous 
fragments of human bodies that went 
hurtling through the air. At one point 
the upper half of a German officer, 
was blown into one of our trenches. 


Signal For Assault 


Words will never convey any ade- 
quate idea of the horror of those five 
and thirty minutes. When the hands 
of officers’ watches pointed to five 
minutes past 8, whistles resounded 
along the British lines. At the same 
moment the shells began to ‘burst far- 
ther ahead for, by prévious arrange- 
ment, the gunners, lengthening their 
fuses, were “lifting” on to the village 
of.Neuve Chappelie so as to leave the 
road open for our infantry to rush 
in and finish what the guns had begun. 


The shells were now' falling thick | 


among the houses of Neuve Chapelle, 
a confused mass of buildings seen 
reddish th-ough the pillars of smoke 
and flying earth and dust. At the 
sound of the whistle sur men scram- 
bled out of the trenches and hurrved 
higgledy-piggledy into the open. Their 
officers were in front. Many, wear- 
ing overcoats and carpying rjfies with 
fixed bayonets, closely resembled 
their men. 

It was from the centre of our attack- 
ing line that the assault was pressed 
home soonest. The guns had done 
their work well. The trenches were 
blown to irrecognizable pits dotted 
with dead. The barbed wire had 
been cut like so much twine. The 
Lincolns and the Berkshires were off 
the mark first, with orders to swerve 
to right and left respectively as soon 
qs they had captured the first line of 
trenches, in order to let the Royal 
Irish Rifles and the Rifle Brigade 
through to the village. The Germans 
left alive in the trenches, half dement- 
ed with fright, surrounded by a wel- 
ter of dead and dying men, most'y 
surrendered. The Berlshires were 
opposed with the utmost gallantry by 
two Germar officers who had remain- 
ed alone in u“trench serving a ma- 
chine gun. 

Flerce Bayonet Fighting 


But the lads from Berkshire made 
their way into that trench and bayo- 
neted the Germans where they stood, 
fighting to the last. The Lincolns, 
against desperate resistance, eventu- 
ally occupied their section of the 
trench and then waited for the Irish- 
men and the "ifle Brigade to come 
and take the village ahead of thém. 
Meanwhile the 2nd 39th Karhwalis 
on the right had taken their trenches 
with a rush and were away towards 
the village and the Biez Wood. 

There was bloody work in the vil- 
lage of Neuve Chapelle. The capture 
of a place at the bayonet point is 
generally a grim business, in which 
instant, unconditional surrender is 
the ohly means by which bloodshed, 
a deal of bloodshed, can be prevented. 
It was indeed a scene of desolation 
into which the Rifle Brigace—the first 
regiment to enter the village—raced 
headlong. , Qf the church only the 
bare sheli remained, the interior lost 
to view beneath a gigantic mound of 
debris. The little churchyard wa 
devastated, the very dead plucked 
from their graves, broken coffins and 
ancient bones scattered about amid 
the fresher dead, the slain of that 
morning—grey green forms asprawl 
athwart the tombs. Of all that once 
fair village but two chings remained 
intact—two great crucifixes reared 
aloft, one in the churchyard, the other 
over against the chateau. From the 
Cross that is the emblem of our faith 
the figure .f Christ, yet intact though 
all pitted with bullet marks, looked 
dcwn in mute agony on the slaying 
in the village. 

Mercy! | Am Married 


Many strange incidents were ob- 
served. In -ne cellar a portly German 
was found dancing about in an agony 
of fear, screaming in a high-nitched 
voice in English: ‘‘Merey, mercy! I 
am married!” “Your missus won't 
thank us for sending you home!” re- 
torted one of the men who took him 
prisoner, and his life was spared. A 
Rifle Brigade subaltern, fal:ing over 
a sandbag into a German trenca, 
came upon two officers, hardly more 
than boys, their hands above their 
heds. The faces were ashen grey, 
they were trembling. One said grave. 
ly in good -glish: “Don't shoot! |] 
They, too 
were mercifullv used.

Pathetic Story of Frenchman's Last 
Letter and Reckless Daring 

Here is a letter from a soldier of 
France to his wife to which attaches 
a story as beautiful as the letter. it- 
self. The soldier wrote: ‘My Dear 
Jeanne:—While I am, writing you the 
guns are thundering and we are 
every moment expecting an order to 
storm the German trenches. You told 
me to do my duty, but never to ex- 
pose myself recklessly. The hour has 
come now and I hope you shall have 
reason to feel proud of me. I leve you 
more than words can describe but I 
shall go forward without looking back 
once because | know that no matter 
how the day ends to-day it will render 
me more worthy of you. 

“We are getting ready to attack 
how, dearest, and my every thought 
Is with you. I shall go forward for 
France and never flinch. It is my love 
of you that gives me courage and if 
[ should fall you will tell our children 
of the bombardment of B—” 

Here the letter ends. The soldier 
went forward never to return, but -at 
the bottom was added the following 
postscript signed by his captain and 
the surviving officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of his company: “After 
your husband had seen all the of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers of 
his section fall at his side, he took 
command of his comrades and singing 
the Marseillaise he led them forward 
to victory until he fell mortally wound- 
ed. We have in the entire regiment 
no soldier of whom we are more proud. 
May this help you to bear your great 
sorrow.”

It, has been reserved for Rev. Mur- 
doch A. MacKinnon and Rev. Angus 
Graham, two Presbyterian ministers, 
to concentrate public attention upon 
the school Jaws and reveal their 1n- 
iquity from the standpoint of nation 
al unity. It is not creditable to the 
public men of Saskatchewan that the 
leaderspip on this qnestion should 
have been taken out of their hands 
by ministers of the gospel.
